Felker Planning 
New Factory on 
Border Avenue

After operating for 14 years 
In a remote part of the city, 
the Felker Manufacturing Co., 
makers of diamond .saws, will 
shortly .begin construction of a 
modern plant in-downtown Tor­ 
rance.

Max Felker, prpprletor of the 
concern which Is the only one of 
Its kind In the United States 
and perhaps the world, told 
members of the Rotary club re­ 
cently that construction was 
scheduled to begin within the 
next month or two at a location 
adjacent to H. C. "Jack" Bar- 
rlngton's welding shop at 1124 
Border ave.

At its present location at 3021 
Emerald avo. the firm matas 
diamond Impregnated saws, dia­ 
mond drills, laboratory equip­ 
ment, vacuum brake valves. A 
part of the operations will be 
continued there after the new 
building la completed.

The new structure, It was 
learned, will be 80 feet wide and 
approximately 160 feet deep and 
will provide a large shop room 
and storage space. National de­ 
fense orders, Felker said, has 
made expansion necessary.

Let's Also Recall 
The $50 Salaries

An Editorial by GroverC. Whyte
The voluminous   almost verbatim   report of 

Tuesday-night's fateful meeting of the City Council, 
published In this issue, speaks for Itself. All true Amer­ 
icans, Imbued with the spirit of our precious democracy 
will be rightfully indignant at the ruthless way in 
which then- repeated demands for fair play were 
ignored by those members of the Council bent upon 
satisfying their own political grudges.

Less tfian a month ago, at the suggestion of 
Councilman Murray, and supported by Councilman 
Powell, letters were sent to all organizations In the 
city asking them to send representatives to Coun­ 
cil meetings so that the Council could be advised 
of their desires. Yet when more than 300 citizens jam- 
jacked; the Council chamber in response to this invi­ 
tation, their opinions were utterly disregarded. But 
there is coming a day when this mighty chorus of 
voices will be heard and heeded thru the ballot box. 

We don't like recall elections but neither do we 
like surgical operations. But when our life is endan­ 
gered by an infected appendix, we have it cut out. 
Likewise this seems to be the only cure for our pres­ 
ent civic Ills. And while we're at it, let's do a perma­ 
nent job. Let's take away the "sugar" that attracts so 
many files at our municipal elections. CUT OUT THE 
$60 A MONTH SALARY FOR COUNCILMEN!

Some of the best councUmen this city ever had 
served without pay. And there are still many able 
citizens who would be willing to .devote their time and 
thought to the upbuilding and betterment of this com­ 
munity without financial remuneration. But they hesi­ 
tate to indulge in a political campaign against a group 
that are only interested In collecting then- $50 per 
month. PLUS any "extras" that may be forthcoming 
from various sources.

However, in proposing repeal of the salary ordin­ 
ance. The Herald does not wish to work any financial 
hardship on employees of our industrial plants or 
others obliged to work by the hour or day. Such wage 
earners when elected could be compensated at their 
regular hourly rate for aJl time lost away from their 
jobs while performing municipal duties. Travel and 
other expenses could be paid in addition, just us the 
present salaried councUmen are reimbursed for these 
expenses, also in addition to their $60 a mouth checks. 

We believe there are. many public spirited . citi­ 
zens working in our industrial plants who would make 
excellent councUmen, but we cannot expect them to 
sacrifice the loss of pay by,so doing. Adequate provi­ 
sions for any possible abuses of this practice could 
be embodied In the new initiative, ordinance at the 
same time the present salary ordinance is voted upon. 

It appears certain that sufficient signatures will 
be obtained to compel a recall election. The Herald 
proposes that the same persons who circulated the pe­ 
titions on, the recall also secure signatures to a refer­ 
endum petition to repeal the present $50 a month 
salary for CouncUmen and substitute a "lost-pay" pro­ 
vision for wage earners who are elected.

Mandatory Steps

Highlights of recall procedure 
as set forth in the law govern 
Ing sixth class municipalities are:

(1) Before any petitions may 
be circulated, a notice of Inten­ 
tion to circulate petitions must 
be published, stating reasons for 
the recall. Such a notice is print­ 
ed In this Issue, signed by seven 
electors. Only one is required.

(2) Officers up for recall have 
14 days to publish answers to 
the charges, which are also to 
be published in the same news­ 
paper.

(3) Twenty-one days after 
publication of the first notice 
[three weeks from today) peti­ 
tion bearing both charges and

representative of the city"; 'luive persistently conducted secret 
and clandestine meetings where business of great interest to 
the public was transacted at u time Unpractical for the at­ 
tendance of Interested persons" and that they "have failed and 
refused to employ or permit democratic procedure In the con­ 
duct of public meetings and have openly.and contemptuously 
flouted the expressed u'ill of the majority of the registered 
voters of the city."

"The public be damned!"
That Infamous statement 'by a corrupt politician of a 

generation ago was endorsed -by implication at a jam- 
packed city council meeting Tuesday night when, despite 
scores of demands for their reasons why City Judge Robert 
Lessing was abruptly discharged, City CouncUmen George 
V. Powell and John V. Murray refused to reply.

They had moved and seconded that Lessiug be dis­ 
missed "as of this,, date" and were-joined/ by Councilman 
Vern Babcock in thrusting into execution the most abrupt 
'firing" ever handed to a municipal employee. >

Munray's motion that Attorney John Shidler be appointed 
judge to succeed Lesslng was seconded by Powell. Hitchcock, 
grinning from ear to ear, Interposed:

"I offer a substitute- motion that Albert Isen be ap­ 
pointed!"

When his reference to Isen was understood by the audience, 
who began to "boo," the Bronx cheers quickly changed to ap­ 
plause. Isen was Powell's campaign manager in the councllmanle 
race of 1940 and was often reported (without contradiction) as 
his and Murray's choice for the judgeship when those two coun- 
cllmen attempted to oust Lessing in May 1940. Since that time 
a marked coolness has been observed between Messrs. Powell, Mur­ 
ray and Isen and the latter has not been seen at a council meeting 
In -months. '

Rescind Dunce Action
Earlier in the meeting, which was attended by nearly 300 

people, the same councilmanic trio and Mayor Tom McQuIr* 
placed the Friday night student dances in the Civic AudltoHuni

vision of the Recreation committee, composed of Murray, chair­ 
man; Powell and Babcock. 7 

Protest followed protest over this action (which was later 
rescinded on motion by Hitchcock) and the hostile reaction of 
the hundreds at the session was intensified as the Lesslng ouster 
was carried out by Powell and Murray. Repeated demands for 
tflelr reasons for discharging the city's judge for the past seven 
years went unheeded by Powell while Murray finally said:

"I'm not going to be bullied Into givlngi any statement," . 
Babcock, late In the session, when asked pointedly by Mrs. 

Emma Quaggin: "Will you. tell us, Mr. Babcock, just why you 
voted to discharge Judge Leasing?" the councilman, obviously em­ 
barrassed, muttered and stuttered some remarks that few in the 
audience hoard and still fewer understood. From the press table 
 located directly below Babcock's seat his attempted explanation 
sounded to this effect:

"When Judge Lessing's removal was first brought up 
(May U, 18-10) I did not see fit M be drawn into any poli­ 
tical maneuver as far as that set-up was concerned. But I 
have always contended that Letwuur In In the wrong1 and I 
could nut at that time justify myself to vote for his retention."

(EDITOR'S NOTE: Records of city council sessions of May H 
and May 28, 1940 when Lessing's ouster was attempted for the 
'Irst and second times by Powell and Murray reveal that Bab 

cock then voted against the1 judge's removal.)
Two- Make Replies

Councilman James Hitchcock, who has consistently voted 
against dismissal of the city judge continued to vote "no" on the 
'owell-Murray proposals Tuesday night. His reply to questions 

addressed to the city council in general on why Lessing was dls- 
harged was to the point:

"I know of no answer so therefore I voted against re- 1 
moving- the Judge."

Mayor Tom McGulre, whose periodic gavel-rapplngs failed to 
halt the frequent outbursts of applause for various citizen speak- 
TS, put himself on record with:

"I didn't vote for removal of Leasing."
After Murray made at least three motions for adjournment, 

accompanying the last one with the comment:
"I believe this meeting has davelojied Into a mere ros­ 

trum for politicians," the lengthy session came to an end.
